BERLIN, March 
Enactment of the British aid bill 
by the United States congress is 
making a profound impression in 
all strata of German life and con- 
tinued tonight to be the subject of 
the most serious thought. 

Germany’s most accurate semi- 
official reflector of foreign office 
opinion, the Diplomatisch Poli- 
tische Korrespondenz, bitterly de- 
nounced the new law as “the 
most flagrant North American 
meddling in an affair which is 
none of its business.”

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Selective Service Limits 
The fact that changes in the age limits un- 


der the selective service act are under consid- 
eration in Washington draws attention to self- 
evident weaknesses in the law as it now 
stands. The primary purpose of the act was 
excellent and that the law is absolutely neces- 
sary to the safety of this country few, if any, 
will today deny. 

However, there is little doubt that greater 
wisdom in the setting of age limits and in 
some other details of the operation of the law 
could have been exercised. 

In the first place the age limits are too wide. 
The age of 21 is not too young for any man to 
receive the essential military training for a 
well-rounded citizen, but it is extremely ques- 
tionable if any desirable purpose is served in 
setting the top age at 35. A man of 35 is, in 
some cases, equally able, physically, to stand 
the rigors of military training and, if neces- 
sary the greater strains of active service. But 
it can be logically argued that there is little 
use in expending the time and expense on 
training men of this age for army service 
when their availability for active service is, 
at best, limited to a few more years. 

Men of 35, also, are much more apt to have 
good grounds for exemption than the younger 
men. A greater proportion are married, with 
dependents, a greater proportion are engaged 
in essential occupations, a greater proportion 
have pnysr'cal defects. 

It is now suggested that the age limits be 
set at 21 to 25, which covers that period of 
@ young man’s life when, both by physical 
condition and by temperament, he is best able 
to learn new ways of life and of activity. 

The ideal which should be sought is a se- 
lective service system under which every male 
citizen, not physically disabled, would be re- 
quired to undergo one year of military life 
and training upon reaching a given age, say 


91. At the same time there should be some 


leeway allowed in each case, in order that 
those taking college courses, or undergoing 
some form of specialized education, could €e- 
fer their year of service in order not to inter- 
fere with or handicap their education for pro- 
fession or career. 

While the primary purpose of selective mili- 
tary service is to create a citizenship trained 
and fit to defend the country at arms if the 
need should arise, a secondary value, almost 
as great, is the better physique and the im- 
proved character such training can give to 
those who undergo it. This advantage should 
apply to all young men, equally. If every 
youth in the nation spent one year of his life 
in this manner, we would see a vast improve- 
ment in physique, health and character within 
a very few generations. 

Before such universal service can be put 
into effect it will be, of course, necessary to 
create a military establishment extensive 
enough to give this training to each group 
of youths which reaches the serviceable age— 
wherever it may be set—each year. In the 
meantime it 1s necessary to create a reserve of 
capable manpower quickly and any changes in 
the pres law will be devised with that prin- 
cipal purpose in view. 

Regardless of changes in the age limits, pro- 
vision should be made for regular, periodic 
registration of those who have reached their 
twenty-first birthday since the last previous 
registration day and for the elimination from 
the draft lists of those who have passed their 
thirty-sixth birthday since registering. 

And, in the long view, the law should be 
so amended. that all male citizens, in the fu- 
ture, may enjoy its benefits as they reach 
the proper age.

North Side Drive © 


Before very long, it is reasonable to hope, 
the new four-lane highway to Marietta will 
be completed and in use. That will make 
North Side drive one of the principal arteries 
of incoming and outgoing traffic for Atlanta. 

Today, North Side drive is a not-too-good 
two-lane road. It is straight, fortunately, but 
otherwise it is far from adequate for the traf- 
fic burden it will-have to bear before long. 
Undoubtedly, sometime in the future, repaving 
and widening will be necessary. Before many 
years have passed it will be mandatory that 
this road be converted into a four-lane high- 
way itself, to join with the Marietta highway. 

It is the simplest sort of good sense to at 
least prepare for the future now, when the 
necessities of the years to come are so evident. 
It would be good business if the county com- 
missioners undertook widening of North Side 
drive immediately, so that as much work as 
possible could be done before the heavy load 
of new traffic which will follow the opening 
of the Marietta highway begins. 

Perhaps it is impossible, for financial rea- 
sons, to undertake the actual work at this time. 
If this is so, which would surprise nobody, it 
is at least possible to prepare for the day when 
the job must be done. 

How much right of way the county now 
holds is unknown to the general public. It 
will be criminal lack of foresight, however, 
if sufficient right of way is not secured, im- 
mediately, to permit the necessary widening 
when funds are available. 

There should be, immediately, restrictions 
holding back the building-line on either side 
of the road so as to leave ample width for the 
need that is to come. | 

Several new buildings are now in process 
of construction on North Side drive. It is 
presumed, and earnestly hoped, that these 
have been so located there will be no necessity 
of moving them back at sometime in the fu- 
ture. 

If the county commission does not at once 
make sure that there is ample right of way 
along the entire length of North Side drive for 
the construction of an adequate four-lane 
highway, it will be guilty of woeful lack of 
foresight and almost criminal negligence of a 
self-evident need. 


“In This Corner...” 


Of course, in this world one cannot have 
everything, and is often lucky to get. any- 
thing, but we all like to hope. And were the 
consequences not so perturbing, one of the 
spectacles which could return joy to the 
world would be that of a war between Joe 
Stalin’s bad boys and Mussolini’s Black Shirt 
invincibles. 

Each of these blowhards has revealed his 


* military might against the little boys of his 


neighborhood and has come away wishing that 
he hadn’t. Each follows the same military 
principle: Talk loud and pick the babies for 
opponents. It would be an interesting sight 
to see them scowl at each other. 

Now the long-established Russian theory 
of warfare is based on two principles: First, 
get in a country so big that the enemy will 
exhaust himself chasing your troops, as in the 
Napoleonic Wars; and second, in every battle 
have more men than the enemy has bullets 
so that when he runs out you will still have 
soldiers, as in the Tannenburg affair. 

The Italian principle, developed under long 
practice, is also of two parts: First, develop 
the soldiers for stamina in cross-country run- 
ning; and second, always surrender, not by 
squads, but by regiments so that the prob- 
lem of feeding prisoners becomes an impos- 
sible burden for the enemy. 

In the annals of warfare, these opposing 
principles have never been simultaneously 
tested. Geography and cunning self interest 
have heretofore prevented it. But wouldn’t it 
be fun to see the Russians and Italians sur- 
rendering to each other? Ultimately, we sup- 


pose, Russia would have to triumph because 
she has more men to surrender and Italy has 
less space in which to keep them. But since 
neither has ever had any experience at either 
taking or keeping prisoners, what, in heaven’s 
name, would they do when they captured 


them?

A LETTER FROM LONDON A few weeks ago there was 


published here a letter from a 
gentleman in London. He had been a recent visitor in Atlanta as 
the representative of the British Board of Trade. He went back 
to London on a freighter. He is a businessman of wealth whose 
factories, before the war, were in most European countries. In 
the spring of 1938 I had dinner at his home in London. 

Now comes a second letter from him. It is a good letter. He 
writes well. He does not mention his son, who was, at last report, 
with the army fighting the Italians. The letter reads: 

“February 25, 1941. 
“My Dear Ralph McGill: 

“Walter Rich sent me a clipping of The Constitution, January 
10, in which you publish my letter December 16. 

“If it helps show some of the folks over there that we are still 
alive and kicking, and not afraid of the big, bad wolf, I am well 
satisfied. ‘ 

“IT have just read two books by American authors, Negly Far- 
son’s ‘Bombers Moom.’ Anyone desirous of knowing how we live 
and feel could not get a better and more true description than by 
reading this book. 

“Then, Ann Morrow Lindbergh’s ‘The Wave of the Future.’ 
How Hitler and his ‘Black Guards’ must chuckle when-he hears 
that there are still people who can put out such sterile, sancti- 
monious, sentimental claptrap! And this when babies in their cots 
are being bombed, when men struggling in the waves are being 
shelled, when whole countries are being looted by a ruthless people 
running amok. Beacon-bearers forsooth! It makes one vomit. 
Thank God you have a Roosevelt who knows better! 

“We are expecting a real rumpus this spring; some new nasty 
frightfulness, probably gas. But don’t worry, Great Britain will 
hold the fort, and as soon as you boys over there hurry up and 
deliver the planes, we shall bite the Nazi’s nose off. 

“Poor France, dazed though she may be, we feel that their 
people are with us, despite their misleaders. Our good-looking 
boy-friend Laval has come out in his true colors. For you over 
there to have called Japan’s bluff was all too good. There is only 
one way to deal with the dictatorials: PRINCIPIIS OBSTA.... 
Nip them in the bud, and cut out the cackle. If only we over here 
had seen the red light sooner, we would have saved ourselves and 
the world the present mess. But it is never too late to mend! 
Only don’t make the same mistake we made. 

“Spring is in the air, the tulips are showing their first bit of 
green against the brown earth. As the sun pierces the morning 
mist with golden rays, and the sleepy trees and London’s houses 
still frightened of the night before, awake to a new day, and the 
clerks and girls hurry to work, it feels grand to be alive in good 
olde London. To be amongst people who, even with their backs to 
the wall, can still smile and joke.

AID GOES FORWARD This country can’t send much aid as 


yet. The “aid” still is in factories, 
A few destroyers, remodeled for convoy duty, some of the “mos- 
quito fleet,” will be the first to go.

All this is important to think about because they are going, not 
to help England to win—but to help England survive. It is a race 
to see if we can get them there before the big spring push.

There will be mé@re of this 
as the weather clears. In summer it is possible for submarines to 
sight with accuracy as late as 10 or 11 o’clock. In North Ireland 
and Scotland it is light enough, in summer, to read a newspaper 
at 11 o'clock at night. 

Air attacks will be increased as sea attacks are speeded. The 
sea toll already is “bad,” England announces. 

Hitler’s plan apparently was to wear down England; to stop her 
supplies; to harass the people; to make every day a living hell and 
every night something worse. 

When he and his staff judged there had been enough of this, he 
would then rfake his invasion effort. 

England needs our help to survive. 

How will the war be won? How will England invade France 
and Germany? 

What means the talk—in high circles—that if England gan sur- 
vive into next winter there will be possible a negotiated “honore- 
able” peace? How long would it last before the restless armies 
again would be flung into action as the great men invented insults 
to serve as their desire for power, land and the raw riches of the 


earth? 

“THE TULIPS ARE UP” “Oh, to be in England now that 
spring is there,” sang the poet. The 

tulips are coming up, wrote Mr. Silberman. I’d like to see St. James 

park again in the spring. Without a war. I’d like to stand on 

the bridge and look at the ducks. Or to draw up a chair and read 

for a while in its quiet and its green and flowered beauty. 

It’s trenches now. And I wonder if the gardeners work be- 
tween bombs? And if the ducks and the swans are gone? I won- 
der how one of the great curving beds of flowers look when a 
bomb has fallen? 

I keep thinking about those airplane bombs. The big ones cost 
about $5,000 each. As each one falls, one may think that there is 
falling a small cottage and a lot on which one could grow flowers. 
It is falling out of the world because- when it hits it is not a cote 
tage at all but a bomb, and it destroys cottages and castles and 
gardens and ducks and men and women and children. 

Bombers drop hundreds of them each night. -Hundreds of small 
cottages and gardens falling out of the world. The cost of each 
bomb would buy a lot and build a house. The cost of one air- 
plane bomb would pay for operations and the care of dozens of 
crippled children each year. 

Spring in England. And how can England win if she survives 
the spring and summer? 

The tulips are coming through again. And one may but hope.

_ In a letter written for publication, a sergeant of Marines, sta- 
tioned at Quantico, Virginia, says the new men in ranks are having 
a hard time. As an indication of the sacrifice they are making 
for defense, the sergeant offers this: “I can show you grown men 
lying in their beds at night and crying themselves to sleep because 
the ache in their hearts from longing and lonesomeness and the 
loss of companionship of their loved ones at homes is more than 
they can stand.” 

No doubt he could show a few of that kind, but let no hard- 
boiled critic mutter: “The big sissies!” 

_ Those who weep deserve no blame. Grown men do not willingly 
display such evidence of softness. They are victims of a malady 
over which they have no control, for nostalgia is a disease as real 
as dementia praecox or measles. The tough regular army of ane 
other generation regarded it as such, and incurables were sent 
home from far-away posts when other measures failed. 

When we read sad stories about dogs that pined away and died 
when their masters went away to the wars, our only reaction is a 
decent sympathy. Why, then, should we jeer when a similar nostal- 
gia makes life unbearable for youngsters of our own kind who leave 
home to attend school or learn the art of warfare? 

The tears of drafted youngsters reveal the kind of life they led 
at home. One doesn’t grow homesick for hardship and misery and 
injustice. 

It is the nature of a boy in his teens to get restless and yearn 
for an independent life. And 40 years ago many of them left home 
at that age. Life was harder then. Girls married to escape thank- 
less drudgery at home, and boys who “ran away,” and thereafter 
supported themselves, seldom worked harder for wages than they 
had worked at home for their board and clothes—and occasional 
whippings. 

If modern youngsters are more reluctant to leave home, it isn’t 
because our race has softened, but rather because life at home is 
easier and more pleasant and the outside world has nothing better 
to offer.

GOLDEN BEACH, Fla., Tuesday.—Last night three of us went 
to a movie. I think it was called “Adam Had Four Sons.” We 
arrived toward the end of one showing, so we entered in the dark 

and came out before we reached the end of the 
picture. It was like reading the end of a book 
before the beginning. 

I was interested in a short presentation of 
some of the boys in the Army and Navy and the 
entertainment provided for them. It didn’t seem 
to me particularly. inspring, but perhaps I am 
expecting too much. 

Our days continue sunny and warm. We 
walked miles along the beach yesterday and out 
of the sun. It was really cool, but I succeeded 
in burning my face and lips to a crisp, which 
I hope will eventually turn into a good brown. 

Bee deoe. There is a column by Mr. Pegler in the 
morning paper down here, which I think is particularly fine. He 
points out that the search for an individual or a group of people, 
on whom to pin possible war guilt, is really futile. Adolph Hitler 
has told us that he planned for this war and that he has thought 
out each move with care before making it. 

Mr. Pegler tells us that, even if we are drawn into the war, it 
will not be our doing, but the prearranged plan of Mr. Hitler. He 
expresses it, of course, much better than I can, but the thought 
seemed to me to be one that it is wise to bring home to all of us, 
because what happens during the next years does not le entirely 
in our own hands. 

Our statesmen, our congress and our people may strive in the 
sanest and most temperate way to meet each situation as it arises. 
But we are dealing with people who lay their plans far ahead and 
we will have to try to be as farsighted as they are. 

For the time being, I think that farsightedness lies in stepping 
up our production, in aiding those who believe in the things in 
which we believe and, at the same time, in preparing ourselves in 
every possible way for future defense. Part of this defense, it 
seems to me, is a mental defense, and is as important for the women 
and children as the men. It lies in building within us a kind of 
courage which is ready to meet whatever comes and which is willing 
to prepare to do so. 

I noticed that there was some talk in congress the other day 
about the horros of regimenting women against their will. I can’t 
imagine that such a thing would even be suggested. On the other 
hand, in view of the numerous organizations which women are 
forming to help in the defense program and the many letters which 
they write stating their wish to be of use, I would not be much 
surprised if the congressmen found that there were a-good many 
women less afraid of regimentation than there were on finding

Senate Passes 
Pr ofessional 


License Bill 


Measure Would Put 
Teeth Into Present 
Law, Co-author Says. 

A bill requiring the licensing by 


state boards of persons engaged in | 


accountancy, architecture, barber- 
ing and hairdressing, chiropody, 
chiropractic, dentistry, embalming, 
engineering and surveying, medi- 
cine, nursing, optometry, osteov- 
athy, pharmacy, real estate bro- 
kers and salesmen and veterinary 
medicine passed the senate yes- 
terday by a vote of 28 to l. 

Senator Grady Coker, a Can- 
ton physician, one of the co-au- 
thors of the measure, said it “put 
teeth in the existing laws govern- 
ing the professions by declaring 
violators to be a public nuisance 
and requiring solicitors general to 
prosecute them.” 

The upper chamber also passed, 
30 to 0, a bill by Senator Iiugh 
Couch, of Atlanta, to permit su- 
perior court judges to continue 
any grand jury for the purpose 
of completing its investigation aft- 
er the expiration of the jury’s reg- 
ular term. 

Another section of the Couch 
bill permits judges to impanel a 
special grand jury—between terms 
—for the purpose of cohtinuing or 
completing any investigation be- 
gun by a previous jury. 

The bill adding $3 per day sub- 
sistence to the pay of county 
board of education members came 
up again yesterday for reconsid- 
eration so that an amendment re- 
quiring that two successive grand 
juries must approve the measure 
before it becomes operative could

He pointed out 
that as the secret ballot bill pro- 
vides no method whereby con- 
tested votes can be identified after 
being cast, it is particularly impor- 
ant to see that no illegal votes are 
cast. He contends that this can be 
done through an_ identification 
book at each polling place. 


Intangibles Tax 


Amendments Designed 
To Attract Capital 
Voted 120-1. 


Amendments to Georgia’s intan- 
gibles tax laws providing for a 
reduction in the taxes on stock in 
foreign corporations and foreign 
domesticated corporations were 
approved by the house yesterday 
afternoon. The vote was 120 to 1. 

Designed to attract capital to the 
state, the measure reduces the tax 
on such stocks from $3 per $1,000 
of fair market value to $1 per 


$1,000. 


The substitute bill passed the 
house without debate, although 
the original bill aroused consider- 
able controversy in the ways and 
means committee. The substitute 
did not classify notes and accounts 
receivable for taxation as was 
provided for in the original bill. 

Atlanta and Fulton county offi- 
cials at first opposed the bill when 
it came before the committee, but 
later withdrew their objections 
when it was pointed out that by 
bringing in new capital they 
would be able to make up the 
losses in this particular reduction 
through other forms of taxation. 

Representative Herschel Lovett, 
of Laurens, who urged passage of 
the bill, which he said was rec- 
ommended by the State Depart- 
ment of Revenue, said the state 
previously had been unable to col- 
lect taxes on domesticated foreign 
corporations under a ruling of the 
supreme court. 

By a vote of 127 to 3 the house 
also approved a bill to clarify the 
state’s income tax law. Lovett 
emphasized there was no change 
in the rate but that the measure 
merely cleared up administrative 
details. 


Lower Homestead 
Exemption Sought 


Enactment of a senate bill to 
lower the tax exemption of home- 
steads from $2;000 to $1,250 
“would constitute a great relief 
to the counties and local school 
systems,’ President Frank Gab- 
rels, of the Georgia Association 
of County Commissioners, assert- 
ed yesterday in a letter to the leg- 
islature. 

Most property, he said, is re- 
turned at 50 per cent of its actual 
value so that “an exemption of 
$1,250 permits a citizen to live in 
a house or on a farm worth $2,500 
without having to pay any taxes 
whatever.” 

Gabrels asserted* that a recent 
survey of the members of the as- 
sociation indicated that “an over- 
whelming majority” were in favor 
of the reduction proposed in a 
bill by Senator John C, Houston, 
of Lawrenceville.

New: Pipe Line 
Bill Set for 


Senate Debate 


Measure Read Second 
Time: Public Hear- 
ing Today. 


A revised pipe line bill wa; read 
the second time in the senate yes- 
terday, paving the way for im- 
médiate debate on the issue after 
a general judiciary committee 
holds a public hearing at 3-o’cloc!: 
this afternoon in the senate cham- 
ber. 

The action in bringing the con- 
troversial measure a step nearer 


floor debate was a victory for | 
pipe line supporters, and a roll | 


call vote on the motion io read a 
second time showed administration 
leaders were in favor of the bill. 

Tuesday morning a similar ef- 
fort to hasten the bill’s appearance 
on the calendar was defeated by 
pipe line opponents with a 25-20 
vote. Yesterday’s ballot, however, 
was 28-22 in favor of debating the 
issue as soon as the general judici- 
ary committee could report it out 


after the hearing today. 


Called “Progr2ss.” 


Senator H. B. Edwards, presi- | 


dent pro tem., made the motion 
to read the bill a second time. He 
took a full 30 minutes.supporting 
the pipe line measure, during 
which time he was repeatedly 
cross-examined by Senator Hugh 
Couch, of Atlanta, who opposes 
the proposal. 

Describing the pipe line as 
‘progress,’ Edwards said that “the 


railroads have fought it just like. 
they have fought every other con- | 
structive move when it affects. 


them.” He added that in his 
opinion “this just bill was defeated 
in the house of representatives by 
40 attorneys who do nothing but 
represent the railroads.” 

Edwards said the railroads now 
have the right of eminent domain 
to “run on top of the ground” and 
added that the pipe line should 
have the same privilege to “run 
under the ground.” 

“Public Necessity.” 


Here Senator Couch interrupted 
to ask if Edwards did :.ot know 
that the railroads had to substan- 
tiate “public necessity” before the 
Public Service Commission would 
grant’ them the right of eminent 
domain. Edwards answered that 
the pipe line was of public neces- 
sity in national defense. 

The revised bill grants condem- 
nation privileges to projects, such 
as pipe lines, which are described 
as “important to national defense” 
by either the President, Secretary 
of the Navy or Secretary of War. 
Couch and Senator Wilmer Lanier, 
of Augusta, both objected stre~'1- 
ously to this feature of the bill 
because, they said, “it takes the 
authority of determining eminent

Edwards also attacked’ trucks 
carrying gasoline and oil on state 
highways, describing them as a 
menace. “If the railroads are 
against competition, why don’t 
they get rid of the trucks?”

“They are more 
dangerous than anythin,” he 
added. 

“All right,” Senator Couch shot 
back, “let’s legislate them off the 
highways.”
